“While yielding to none to one admiration for 
the courage and ability which Slr Robert Hart 
has shown [n hls organisation of the New Postal 
Service, we must confess that there are maay 
polots where, Inoor opinion, great improvements 
could be made. We ucderatand that the plans 
have been mataring for many years In the mind 
of the Inspector-General and thsi we now have 
the resalts of deliberate consideration, Bearing 
this {a mind itscems Incompatible with efficient 
management that there should he the present 
misunderatanding in regard to the relation of 
the new Post Office to the Postal Union. It has 
been confidently asseried by ‘some authorities 
that China was admitted to the Union last 
July, andthe assertion has been as confidently 
dented by other authorlites. The uncertainty 
resulted in tha-necesslly of forelgners who live 
at the outporis belng obliged during the first 
few days of the ‘new service to pay domestic 
postage on thelr foreign letters ta Shanghat, 
and also to add the agual foreign postage 
‘stamps according to the country to which 
they were belong sent. Within a few days notices 
were’ clrculated''at the cutports saying that 
domestic postage to Shanghal was no longer 
required and that only the necessary foreign 
atamps need be added, This plan was scon 
superseded by a general orders from the Postal 
Department, printed in clrealar form, advising 
that levers for forelgn countries mast be pald 
for, at the office from which they were sent, in 
Imperial Chinese Post Office stamps according 
to the notices of the Post Office through which 
they were to be forwarded, and that the office. In 
Shangha! would, in exchange for_there stamps, 
place the necessary forclgn stamps upon. them 
atd forward them to thele destination.. Thus,, 
within a month, three different plans were in 
vogue for handling forelgn letters sent from the 
cutports, while all the time the same old method 
obtained in Shanghal of the mal! kelng sent from 
the asual.Consular Post Offices, These. rapld 
changes do not scem consistent with deliberate 
plans, P » 

» Probably the reason for thle confusion fs that 
the service ts belng controlled by the existing 
agencies of the Customs rather than by having 
engaged ap experfenced Manager from some 
foretgn ccuntry. When Japan Inaugorated her 
present postal system she engaged.a competznt 
Manager who had grown up in the postal service 
ofa (iendly country and was able to organise 
an efficlent service from the very commencement 
ofthe work, Nothing was done ntl! all ‘ar 
rangements had been madé and this confasion 
and criticlum were avoided. In the new Chinese 
service, the [paugoration seems to bave beoo 
made before adequate arrangements had been 
completed either to meet the needs of foreleners 
or allay the prejadice of the nativa “post-offices, 
While we cannot sympathise with much thathss | 
been written in condemnation of the new service, 
we cannot’ but acknowledgs that there seem 
to havo been many grievancer, espectally, at 
distant Changking, which could bave been 
avoided ander proper management. It seems, 
passing strange that In an Imperial Chinese 
Post Office, Chinese letters fram native agenc 
should be carried in sealed bags at parcel rates 
of ten cents for the Grat pound and five 


| cents for-ench additional pound, while foratgn 


letters should bo obliged: to pay letter 
rates of two centa for cach quarter ounce | This, 
{sa real injustice, ax {t mikes an unreasonable 
distinction between’Chisese and foreign laters, 
Tr fs inexcusable that discretion In dealing with 
natlve postal agencles should have been given to 

4 various Commissioners of Customs go that 
no oniform sysfem bas been adopted fo handling 
thelr letters, This has been responsible for 
much ofthe difficulty which has been met [no 
bringing these agencies into ine with the new 
system, for nothing {s so dismgreeable to the 
Chinese mind as eleck of unfformity, There 
has also been much reasonable complaint 
among the poor classes of Chinese that the new 
“Post Office has made. no arrangement to carry 
thelr money [n amalt sum from one place to 
another, The ative sgeocles previously gave » 
recelpt which was equivalent tos money order 
and guaranteed the payment of tha amount aent, 
The present syitem Issues simply a registra: 
tton recefpt, withont taking cognfsance of the 
contents of the letter and with no guarantee of 
payment, This bas caused moch divsatis{ace 
tlon_acd has tended to lead many Chinese to 
feel that the facilities of the new Post Office are 
not equal to those of thelr old offices. We call 
attention alao to tho heavier rates levied by the 
Chines Post Office than those in the nelghboure 
Ing oatton of Japan. ‘We are obliged to pay two 
cents for each ‘quarter ounce, while In Japan 
only two-cente aro-collected for esch hal! ounce, | 
and other rates are also correspondingly cheaper, 
There seems to he no reason why the cost of 
handling mails should be more expeniive in 
China than. in Japan, oz why fn the service to 
Tientain and Peking In the winter time the 
charges should be so excessive as to ba probibl- 
lve of the carrying of periodicals, As the 
theory of tha establishment of Government Post 
Offices {s that the public good may be mest 
easily conserved and not that revenca may be 
galned, we bave pototed out these objections 
and hope that they may be corrected so as to 
secure the highest success of. this laodable’ 
enterprise, 


The future of tha new Post Officé can only be 
conjectured, %t ts plaloly evident: that some. 
thing farther must be‘done in comblaing with 
the existing native agencies and in extending 
tho service to all parts of the Empire, At 
present only the foreign ports and one 
Anlend city, Nanking, with three fowns on 
the Peking-Kiachta ling, are reached, Even in 
the ports avd In our own city the native 
agencies carry on thelr business as of old, 
with the sole exception that the Imperial Post 
Office conveys thelr mall from one port to another 
and collecta charges from them for steamer hire 
instead of thelr belng obligedto pay,
